If God has called you, then 
this promise of Pentecost is to 
you. Have you been called? You 
Say you have. Let’s see Matt. 11: 
28. Rom. 10:12. Eph. 2:11-18. 
Acts 10:35. This is plain that 
God has given to the Gentile 
the feast of Pentecost not in 
typical terms but fully. Acts 2:1, 
and 10:46. 


Pentecost is a wonderful ex- 
perience as it is also a wonder- 
ful word. Pentecost, means fif- 
ty,fifty means jubilee and jubi- 
lee.means freedom. Who would 
object to having freedom? 
Those who accept the passover 
may have the following bless- 
ings that rest upon it, namely 
Pentecost. And while the Jews 
were at Jerusalem, still observ- 
ing the feast of Pentecost in 
=e old Israelitish style. Acts 

The Church was in the upper 
room observing it in Church 
style that is FULLY, and while 
they were shouting the victory 
in the upper room, the Jews 
heard about it, and came over, 
and of course it was their first 
real Pentecostal meeting to 
ever be in. They were amazed as 
also are the common church 


they observed it with wave 
loaves, it.is truly a wave all- 
right, and by and by it will help 
you to ride the waves up into 
the air to meet Jesus. 

Well if you will observe Acts 
2:17-21, you will see the con- 
tinuation of the out-pouring of 
the Spirit, even down to the 
tribulation period, that is thru 
the entire Church age, since 
God broke Israel off, and en- 
grafted the Gentiles into their 
fourth feast, namely Pentecost, 
and that He does not deal again 
with Israel until the Church age 
is over. I’m sure God meant for 
the Gentiles to continue to enjoy 
the blessings of Pentecost, yet 
some say it is not for us to-day. 

That is like the lawyer say- 
ing to Pat, “they can’t put you 
in jail for that, Pat,” but poor 
Pat was already in jail, just so 
they say we can’t have it to-day 
but we have got it anyway, well 
thank God He knows how to fix 
it, come on and get your Pente- 
cost. 

Fifth: Now we run through 
Pentecost to the feast of Trum- 
pets. Lev. 23:24. And while the 
Gentiles have been partakers of 
the first four of Israel’s feasts, 
this feast of trumpets is ex- 
clusively for Israel, as all Bible 
students know, this feast was 
observed in the seventh month, 
the first day, and as the trum-: 
pets were used in Israel in the 
wilderness to call the assembly 
of Israel to the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
so these trumpets will be used 
in the following manner to as- 
semble Israel who has long 
been dispersed to her own land. 
See Matt. 24:31. Rom. 9:1-3. 
James 18:3-7, 27:12-13. This 
feast came in October, at the 
close of harvest, (or the Church 
age), after the latter rain had 
principally fallen, even so _ it 
comes with Israel again after 
the falling of the Latter Rain, 
after the Church age has prin- 
cipally closed, when they shall 
be gathered again into their 
own land. 


Sixth: The Day of Atonement 
was the sixth feast in order, and 
belongs again exclusively to 
Israel, and refers to the day 
when Christ shall remove the 
iniquity of that land in one day, 
that is, when Israel shall be 
gathered into her own land as 
is signified by the feast of trum- 
pets. As the High Priest went 
once each year into the Holy 
place to offer the blood of the 
sacrifice, while the people 
waited without the veil, so 
Christ today tarries within the
